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This  report  presents  revised  farm- food 
market  basket  statistics,  also  known  as 
farm- retail  spreads.  The  February  1965 
issue  of  the  Marketing  and  Transportation 
Situation  published  revised  annual  data 
for  1963,  This  publication  includes  those 
data,  statistics  for  1964,  and  revised  data 
for  earlier  years,, 

Differences  from  the  earlier  series 
arise  mainly  from  changes  inthe  products 
in  the  market  basket,  in  weights  assigned 
to  individual  products,  in  retail  prices, 
and  in  methods  and  data  used  in  calculating 
farm  values. 

These  statistics  were  revised  because 
a  consumer  expenditures  survey  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  in  1960- 
61  provided  data  from  which  to  calculate 
more  recent  weights  for  the  products  in 
the  market  basket.  The  weights  formerly 
used  were  representative  of  food  pur- 
chases in  the  early  1950*  s.  Further,  the 
BLS  has  made  changes  inthe  list  of  foods 
it  prices  and  in  the  group  of  cities  in 
which  it  collects  prices. 

Readers  interested  in  an  extensive  des- 
cription of  the  market  basket  statistics, 
the  sources  of  data,  and  method  of  com= 
putation  should  consult  Misc.  Pub.  741, 
Farm-Retail  Spreads  for  Farm  Foods 
(Nov.  1957).  The  sources  of  data  and 
methodology  now  used  are,  with  few 
exceptions,  the  same  as  those  described 
in  that  publication. 

For  those  unacquainted  with  the  market 
basket  statistics,  a  brief  description  of 
the  farm- retail  spread  concept  is  given 
here.  This  description  follows  closely 
the  one  inthe  introduction  to  Misc.  Pub.  741. 


A  "Farm-Retail  Spread"  Defined 

A  '"farm-retail  spread"  is  the  differ- 
ence between  the  retail  price  of  a  product 
and  its  farm  value=-the  return  (adjusted 
for  byproduct  values)  to  the  farmer  for 
an   equivalent    quantity   of  farm   products. 


This  difference  is  often  called  the  market- 
ing charge  or  the  marketing  margin, 
since  it  includes  the  gross  payments 
received  (or  charges  made)  by  marketing 
firms  for  assembling,  processing,  trans- 
porting, wholesaling,  and  retailing  the 
product. 

Method  of  calculating  spreads. --To  cal- 
culate a  farm=retail  spread,  we  first  need 
the  farm  value  and  the  retail  price.  Gener- 
ally, to  sell  a  unit  of  a  product  to  con- 
sumers, marketing  firms  must  buy  a 
larger  quantity  of  the  farm  product.  Part 
of  the  farm  product  may  be  lost  in 
processing  or  through  waste  and  spoilage 
during  marketing.  Before  the  farm  value 
can  be  calculated,  we  must  estimate 
the  quantity  of  the  farm  product  that  is 
equivalent  to  a  unit  of  the  product  for 
which  the  retail  price  is  quoted.  This 
quantity    is   the   farm- product    equivalent. 

The  farm  value  is  calculated  by  multi- 
plying the  farm-product  equivalent  (meas- 
ured in  the  unit  for  which  the  farm  price 
is  quoted)  by  the  price  received  by  the 
farmer.  When,  however,  byproducts  are 
obtained  in  processing  the  products,  we 
must  estimate  the  portion  of  the  farm 
value  that  is  derived  from  these  by- 
products and  deduct  it  from  the  return 
to  the  farmer.  The  remainder  is  the 
net  farm  value. 


The  Farm- Food  Market  Basket 

The  "new"  farm=food  market  basket 
contains  the  average  quantities  of  farm- 
originated  foods  purchased  annually  per 
household  in  1960-61  by  wage= earner  and 
clerical-worker  families  and  single  per- 
sons living  alone.  A  major  difference 
between  the  "old"  and  "new"  market 
baskets    is    that    the    old    market    basket 

contained  the  average  quantities  purchased 
per  family,  whereas  the  new  market 
basket  contains  average  quantities  pur- 
chased per  household,  including  house= 
holds  of  single  wage  earners  and  clerical 
workers  living  alone.    Thus,  the  quantities 
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of  individual  products  in  the  new  market 
basket  are  smaller  than  those  bought  by 
the  average  family.  This  inclusion  of 
purchases  by  single  persons  causes  the 
retail  cost  to  be  lower  for  the  new  market 
basket  than  for  the  old. 

The  market  basket  retail  cost.  -  -  T  he 
total  retail  cost  of  the  foods  in  the  market 
basket  is  less  than  the  cost  of  all  foods 
bought  by  a  typical  family  because: 

(1)  The  market  basket  is  representative 
of  purchases  by  single  workers  living 
alone     as     well     as    family    purchases. 

(2)  It  includes  purchases  only  of  food 
originating  on  U.S.  farms.  Thus,  it 
does  not  include  fishery  products  or 
coffee,  bananas,  and  other  foods  that 
are  mainly  imported. 

(3)  H  does  not  include  the  cost  of  food 
eaten  away  from  home. 

The  composition  of  the  market  basket 
may  be  typical  only  of  purchases  by  urban 
wage  earners  and  clerical  workers.  Pur- 
chases by  other  persons,  such  as  those 
living  outside  urban  areas,  those  not  in 
the  labor  force  or  in  other  occupations, 
are  not  included.  Families  inthe  segment 
of  the  population  for  which  the  market 
basket  is  representative  had  an  average 
annual  income  of  about  $6,230  after  taxes 
in  1960-61.  After-tax  income  of  single  per- 
sons   in  this  group  averaged  about  $3,560. 

Changes  inthe  retail  cost  of  the  market 
basket  often  differ  slightly  from  those  in 
the  index  of  retail  prices  of  food  at  home, 
a  component  of  the  BL.S  Consumer  Price 
Index.  This  food  price  index,  like  the 
market  basket  retail  cost,  relates  to  prices 
of  food  bought  by  urban  wage- earner  and 
clerical- worker  families  and  single  work- 
ers for  consumption  at  home,  but  it  also 
covers  purchases  of  imported  foods  and 
fishery  products  not  inthe  market  basket. 


Product  Weights 

Although  the  market  basket  in  concept 
contains  all  farm- originated  foods  bought 
by  wage  earners  and  clerical  workers, 
prices  of  only  a  sample  of  those  foods 
are  used  to  estimate  the  total  retail  cost 
and  farm  value.  The  price  of  each  food  in 
the  sample  is  multiplied  by  a  weight,  and 
the  products  are  added  to  obtain  the  group 
and  market  basket  farm  values.  The  same 
set  of  weights  is  used  to  calculate  the  farm 
value  and  the  retail  cost. 

The  weights  are  based  on  data  collected 
in  the  BLS  survey  in  1960-61  of  consumer 
expenditures.  From  these  data,  we  es- 
timate the  average  expenditure  per  house= 
hold  for  an  item,  (or  for  several  similar 
items)  in  terms  of  retail  prices  in 
December  1963.  This  expenditure  was  then 
divided  by  the  December  1963  price  of  the 
item  (or  of  an  item  representing  several 
items)  to  derive  a  quantity  weight  (table  1). 

The  weight  for  a  particular  food  may  not 
equal  the  purchases  or  consumption  of  that 
food.  Since  price  quotations  are  available 
for  only  a  sample  of  the  foods  inthe  market 
basket,  expenditures  for  some  priced 
items  were  increased  by  the  addition  of  the 
expenditure  for  one  or  more  similar, 
unpriced  items.  Thus,  the  weight  derived 
by  dividing  the  total  expenditure  for  the 
several  items  by  the  price  of  priced 
foods  exceeds  the  quantity  of  the  priced 
item  purchased. 

Changes  in  the  pattern  of  consumer 
purchases  caused  significant  changes  in 
the  relative  importance  of  many  priced 
items  inthe  total  retail  cost  of  the  market 
basket      (table  1   ).   \/  The    processed 

products,     not     including    fresh    and    pro- 
cessed   meats     and    poultry,     account   for 
43.2    percent    of    the    total   retail   cost    of 
the  new  market  basket,  compared  with40. 9 
percent  for  the  old  market  basket. 


l/    Changes     m"    the     relative    importance    of    a    few    products  resulted  in  part  from 
changes  in  the  grouping  of  unpriced  items  with  priced   items.

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The  sample  of  products  used  in  cal- 
culating the  retail  cost  and  farm  value 
consists  of  farm- originated  food  products 
for  which  the  BJLS  collects  retail  price 
quotations.  Changes  by  the  BLS  in  the 
list  of  these  products  have  caused  changes 
in  the  market  basket  sample  (table  1). 
Twenty  products  have  been  added  in  the 
present  revision,  but  19  have  been  dropped. 
Farm-product  equivalents  for  a  few  priced 
products  having  domestic  farm-originated 
ingredients  could  not  be  estimated,  so 
these   products    are   not    in  the  sample,  2/ 


Sources  of  Price  Data 


Retail  prices. °°Retail  prices  of  the 
foods  in  the  market  basket  are  averages 
of  price  quotations  collected  by  the 
BL.Se  3/  The  BLS  collects  price  quo- 
tations in  50  urban  areas,  The  more 
important  foods  in  the  consumer's  budget 
such  as  bread,  milk,  and  some  of  the 
cuts  of  beef  and  pork,  are  priced  in  each 
urban  area.  Quotations  for  the  less 
important  foods  usually  are  collected 
in  1  of  2  urban  area  groups.  Each 
group  has  28  of  the  50  urban  areas  in 
common,  including  the  12  largest  met- 
ropolitan areas.  The  other  22  of  the 
50  urban  areas  are  divided  equally  between 
the  2  groups.  Thus,  each  group  has  39 
urban  areas.  Several  products  are  priced 
in  fewer  than  39  urban  areas.  Each 
urban  area  group  includes  a  few  towns 
in  the  2,500  -  5,000  population  class. 
Of  the  46  cities  that  the  BLS  formerly 
used  as  a  sample  of  all  urban  areas, 
14  are  in  the  new  group  of  50  urban  areas. 

The  BLS  now  collects  quotations  from 
stores  outside  the  central  city  in  met  = 
ropolitan  areas,  as  well  as  in  the  central 
city.  Formerly,  it  surveyed  only  central 
city  stores. 


The  BLS  also  adopted  a  different  system 
of  weighting  store  prices  to  calculate 
city  average  prices  for  the  new  group 
of  cities.  It  now  uses  separate  sets  of 
store  weights  inaveraging  prices  of  meats, 
produce,  and  dry  groceries.  These  weights 
were  based  on  information  from  the  stores 
in  its  sample.  For  many  foods,  chain 
stores  and  independent  supermarkets  now 
have  a  heavier  weight,  which  tends  to 
reduce  their  average  price.  For  a  few 
foods,  however,  chains  and  independent 
supermarkets  have  less  weight. 

During  December  1963-June  1964,  the 
BLS  collected  price  quotations  each  month 
in  both  the  old  and  new  group  of  urban 
areas.  Thus,  two  sets  of  monthly  prices 
are  available  for  this  period.  Retail  prices 
of  many  of  the  foods  in  the  market  basket 
were  lower  in  the  50  urban  areas  than  in 
the  46-area  group. 

To  provide  comparable  retail  price 
series  extending  back  to  1947,  prices 
for  the  46  areas  had  to  be  adjusted  to  the 
50  =  area  levels.  The  adjustments  were 
made  by  using  the  ratios  of  the  50-area 
prices  to  the  46  =  area  prices  during  the 
7  months  when  prices  were  available  for 
both  area  groups.  Thus,  the  retail  prices 
of  many  products  for  years  before  1964 
in  the  tables  that  follow  differ  slightly  from 
those  previously  published  in  the  Mar- 
keting and  Transportation  Situation  and  by 
the  BLS. 

Farm  values.- -Farm  values  of  most 
products  are  calculated  from  estimates 
by  the  Statistical  Reporting  Service,  USDA, 
of  average  prices  received  by  farmers. 
Most  of  these  estimates  are  published 
monthly  in  Agricultural  Prices.  Prices 
received  by  producers  for  eggs  are  taken 
from  market  news  reports  published  by 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
several   State  departments  of  agriculture.

Farm-product  equivalents  were  changed 
for  several  items  because  of  changes  in 
marketing  practices,  more  dependable 
bases  for  estimating  equivalents,  and  for 
other  reasons,  Farm-product  equivalents 
of  many  of  the  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables 
were  reduced  because  improvements  in 
refrigerating,  storage,  and  shipping  equip- 
ment and  in  handling  methods  have  reduced 
spoilage     and     waste     during     marketing. 
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rump  roast--all  Choice  grade--and  ham- 
burger. Prices  for  months  before  January 
1964.  were  estimated  from  BLS  prices  for 
fewer  cuts0 

The  average  retail  price  of  pork  (table  8) 
is  an  estimated  average  of  prices  of  hams, 
loins,  bacon,  picnics,  butts,  spareribs, 
bacon  squares,  and  sausage.  Sausage  was 
not  included  in  the  old  market  basket. 
Prices  before  January  1964  have  been 
adjusted  slightly  to  make  them  comparable 
to  those  for  1964.  Estimates  for  1964 
are  based  on  BLS  retail  prices  for  whole 
ham,  pork  chops,  pork  roast,  bacon, 
picnics,  and  sausage.  Prices  for  picnics 
and  sausage  are  not  available  for  months 
before  January  1964. 


The  retail  cost,  farm  value,  and  farm= 
retail  spread  for  the  market  basket  of  farm 
foods  for  1947-56  have  been  computed  by 
"linking"  annual  data  for  the  old  market 
basket  to  those  for  the  new  market  basket 
at  1957  (table  2).  The  linking  procedure 
changed  the  level  of  the  market  basket 
totals  for  the  years  before  1957,  but  it 
did  not  affect  percentage  changes  from 
one  year  to  another.  Data  for  1947=56 
are  for  a  market  basket  typical  of  pur- 
chases by  urban  wage- earner  and  clerical- 
worker  families  in  the  early  1950's. 

Market  basket  totals  in  index  number 
form  are  published  for  the  years  1913- 
64.  Index  numbers  for  1913  =  46  have  been 
computed  from  data  for  a  market  basket 
whose  quantities  were  representative 
of  purchases  by  all  U.S.  consumers,  urban 
and  rural  and  in  all  occupations,  in  193 5- 3 9. 


Major  Changes  for  Individual  Foods 

Significant  changes  in  data  or  meth- 
odology employed  in  deriving  estimates 
for     individual     foods     are     noted    below: 

Beef  and  pork. --Ret ail  prices  for  Choice 
beef  (table  6)  are  estimated  weighted 
average  prices  of  all  carcass  cuts.  These 
estimates  are  derived  from  U.S.  average 
prices  for  round  steak,  chuck  roast,  rib 
roast,     sirloin    steak,    porterhouse    steak. 


The  average  retail  prices  of  Choice  beef 
and  pork  are  estimated  by  means  of  re- 
gression equations.  Coefficients  of  these 
equations  were  derived  from  data  reported 
to  the  ERS  by  26  retail  food  chain  com- 
panies. These  data  consisted  of  prices 
and  weights  of  the  products  for  which 
weighted  averages  are  estimated. 

The  method  of  calculating  the  farm 
value  of  Choice  beef  has  been  changed 
to  make  use  of  SRS  estimates  of  prices 
farmers  receive  for  steers  and  heifers. 
The  SRS  did  not  estimate  these  prices 
when  price  spreads  for  Choice  beef  were 
revised  in  1957.  The  farm  price  of  Choice 
steers  and  heifers  is  estimated  by  adding 
a  premium  to  the  SRS  estimates  of  prices 
for  all  steers  and  heifers.  This  premium 
is  the  difference  between  the  average 
prices  of  Choice  and  of  all  steers  and 
heifers  at  seven  leading  public  stock- 
yards. 

The  farm-product  equivalent  for  Choice 
beef  has  also  been  changed  slightly  for 
the  years  before  1963.  This  equivalent 
is  based  on  a  carcass  yield  of  60  percent 
for  all  years  and  a  decreasing  yield  of 
retail  cuts  per  carcass  in  the  years 
1952-62.  It  is  estimated  that  the  yield 
of  retail  cuts  decreased  from  80  percent 
of  the  carcass  weight  in  1951  to  74  percent 
in  1963,  as  a  result  of  more  trimming 
and  boning. 
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The  farm  value  per  retail  unit  of  pork 
is  lower  than  that  formerly  published 
because  of  a  change  in  the  farm-product 
equivalent.  This  equivalent  has  been 
changed  as  a  result  of  the  addition  of 
sausage  to  the  products  covered  by  the 
average  retail  price.  Sausage  is  made 
from  products  formerly  included  among 
the  byproducts  in  calculating  the  farm 
value 


Lamb 


The  BLS  now  publishes  retail  prices 
for  lamb  chops  instead  of  leg  of  lamb 
prices,  which  were  formerly  used  in 
estimating  the  average  retail  price  of 
all    lamb    carcass    cuts     (table  7  )„  To 

estimate  this  average  price,  we  now  use 
data  reported  by  26  retail  food  chain 
companies  concerning  prices  and  weights 
of  the  various  cuts  obtained  from  a  lamb 
carcass.  The  ratio  of  the  average  price 
of  all  lamb  cuts  to  the  average  price  of 
lamb  chops,  calculated  each  month  from 
these  data,  is  multiplied  by  the  BJLS 
average  price  of  lamb  chops.  Formerly 
this  ratio  was  calculated  from  price 
quotations     collected    in    New     York  only. 

Changes  in  the  farm  value  of  lamb 
resulted  from  changes  in  the  farm-product 
equivalents.  New  equivalents  were  es- 
timated from  data  on  carcass  yields  from 
lambs  slaughtered  in  federally  inspected 
plants  and  on  yields  of  retail  cuts  from 
carcasses,  reported  by  the  26  retail 
food  chains.  The  farm-product  equivalent 
varies  seasonally  because  of  changes  in 
the  weight  of  fleece.  The  new  monthly 
farm -product  equivalents  vary  less  than 
those  formerly  used. 


Butter 


Farm  values  for  butter,  reported  in 
this  publication  for  I960  and  earlier 
years,  are  higher  than  those  previously 
published,  mainly  because  of  an  increase 
in  the  weight  given  to  butter  made  from 
creamery- separated  cream.  The  farm 
value  of  butter  is  a  weighted  average 
of  the   farm  values    of  butter   made   from 


creamery- separated  cream  and  that  made 
from  farm- separated  cream.  Formerly, 
the  weights  were  changed  periodically 
to  reflect  the  rapid  increase  in  the  pro= 
portion  of  butter  made  from  creamery- 
separated  cream.  In  calculating  the 
revised  farm  value,  constant  weights  were 
used  for  all  years--84  percent  for  butter 
made  from  creamery- separated  cream 
and  16  percent  for  that  churned  from  farm- 
separated  cream.  The  farm  value  of  butter 
made  from  creamery =  separated  cream 
was  considerably  higher  than  that  of  the 
other  butter.  Thus,  the  increase  in  the 
weight  given  butter  made  from  creamery- 
separated  cream  increased  the  weighted 
average  farm  value,  particularly  in  the 
earlier  years  of  the  1947-58  period. 

Also,  the  farm -product  equivalent  of 
butter  made  from  creamery- separated 
cream  used  in  calculating  the  revised 
farm  values  is  larger  than  that  formerly 
used.  This  change  accounted  for  a  small 
part  of  the  increase  in  the  farm  value. 
The  new  farm -product  equivalent  makes 
allowances  for  waste  in  receiving  milk, 
in  churning,  in  printing,  and  wholesaling 
and  retailing. 

The  weighted  average  farm  values  of 
butter  in  1961  and  later  years  are  lower 
than  those  formerly  published.  This 
resulted  from  changes  in  data  used  in 
valuing  the  fat  component  of  milk  from 
which  butter  is  made.  Another  product-- 
usually  nonfat  dry  milk--is  made  from  the 
nonfat  component  of  milk.  In  calculating 
the  farm  value  of  butter  made  from 
creamery=  separated  milk,  the  price  re- 
ceived by  farmers  for  whole  milk  is 
allocated  between  butter  and  nonfat  dry 
milk.  Thus,  the  fat  and  nonfat  components 
are  valued  separately.  This  allocation 
is  made  on  the  basis  of  wholesale  prices 
of  butter  and  nonfat  dry  milk  and  costs 
of  manufacturing  and  packaging  these 
products.  (See    Misc.     Pub.     741    for    a 

description  of  the  method.)  The  same 
cost  data  were  used  from  1957  until  the 
revision  in  1964  because  current  data  were 
not  available.  Costs  for  nonfat  dry  milk 
decreased  relative  to  those  for  butter. 
When  new  costs  estimates  were  obtained 
in    1964,    costs     deducted  from  wholesale 
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prices  of  nonfat  dry  milk  in  early  years 
were  reduced,  relative  to  cost  deductions 
for  butter,,  This  change  reduced  the  farm 
values  of  butter  relative  to  those  of  nonfat 
dry  milk. 


Eggs 

Data  are  now  published  inthe  Marketing 
and  Transportation  Situation  for  Grade  A 
large  eggs  (table  18  ).  Earlier  data  were 
estimated  averages  for  all  grades  and 
sizes  of  eggs  sold  in  retail  stores.  The 
farm  value  now  is  estimated  from  prices 
received  by  producers  for  Grade  A  large 
eggs,  compiled  from  market  news  reports 
of  the  Dairy  and  Poultry  Division  of  the 
Consumer  and  Marketing  Service  and  by 
several  State  departments  of  agriculture. 
Formerly  the  farm  value  was  based  on 
SRS  estimates  of  prices  received  by 
farmers  for  all  eggs  soldo  Since  these 
estimates  included  hatching  eggs  and  eggs 
sold  directly  by  farmers  to  consumers, 
they  are  not  satisfactory  for  use  in  cal- 
culating the  farm  value  of  eggs  sold  in 
retail  stores. 


Fruits  and  Vegetables 

Formerly  a  constant  farm-product  e- 
quivalent  was  used  in  calculating  the  farm 
value  of  frozen  concentrated  orange  juice. 
In  revising  the  farm  values,  farm-product 
equivalents  have  been  used  that  varied  with 
the  juice  content  of  the  oranges.  Seasonal 
farm  ^product  equivalents  were  calculated 
from  data  reported  by  the  Florida  Citrus 
Commission.  Monthly  farm-product  e- 
quivalents  have  been  computed  for  January 
1964  and  later  months.  Prices  received 
by  farmers  for  oranges  for  frozen  con- 
centrate are  also  obtained  from  reports 
by  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission. 

Changes  in  the  farm=product  equivalent 
for  several  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables 
were  made  each  year  from  1958  to  1964 
to  represent  gradual  reductions  in  waste 
and  spoilage  during  this  period.  The  farm- 
product  equivalent  for  canned  peaches  was 
also  reduced  yearly  during  the  same  period 
to  reflect  increases  in  product  yield  per 
ton  of  peaches  for  canning.
